The
aflair probably occurred about 2 1 o’clock at night and

Brock ourselves since the occarrence, and may be
slightly mistaken in some particalars, which we give
a8 we get them.

The London Star says that the Chancellor of the
[ixchequer’s surplus will be very large—coneiderably
in ex.ess of any amount that has yet been raised. There
is every reason to believe that the excess of calculated
income over necessary and probable expenditure will
be between three and four milliops.

The Florida arrived at Santa Cruz, Tenerifle, on the
4tt. of March, and sailed again on the 5th. The U. S.
ehip St. Louis reached Senta Cruz on the Gth.

‘I'be Karl of Aberdeen is dead.

Lord Asrburtc: is dead.

The London Post says: “ Five hundred thousand
bales of cotton are stated to be now in the haads of th
Confederate Government, while two hundred thousanu
bales would suffice to pay cff the whole loan. A large
amount of bonds have already been delivered, and cot-
ton received in exchange, uccording to agreement.—
There iz, apparently, increased facility for running the
blockade, and the difference between the delivery price
of cotton in the Southern ports and that obtaiced for
it in Liverpool may stimulate the purchase of boi:ds ;
iudeed, the principal buying for the last week bhas been
on Liverpool account. ‘There are also, as we have be
fore stated, other negotiations in progress, to which we
slall probably belore long have again to refer.”

It is stated ghat the four new blockade runners, realy
for sea at Liverpool, were going to have a grand trial
of speed, in the shape of a race to the Izle of Man, on
the 26th of March.

The London Star says that the bark Saxon, which
was seiz:d by the Vanderbilt, will be surrendered by
the Federal Geveroment.

The London Times, in ano editorial on American af-
faira,says that if any point of the case is clearer than
it wa3 two years ago, it is this : that the contest will
be n long one, and that the cnd is not as yet so much
a3z foceshadowed. It argues that as yet the Federals
have cflected very little towards the subjagation of the
Soath or the termination of the war ; and as regards
the chances of the approaching campaigns, it thinks
that- they are alinost as promising for one gide as the
other. It coucludcs by stating that the Americans
must pave learned by this time that they kave nothing
to fear from the wnte:vention of Ewrope, and that the
results of the struggle, whatever they may prove, will
have been worked out exclusively by themselves.

TNHE ILLINCIS EMEUTE _THE CAUSES OF THS
OUTBREAK -THE «INSURHECYIUN" QUELL-
ED_MATTOON GARRISONKD,

The papirs contain full accounts of the recent dis—
turbance at Mattoon, lilmoeis. It appears that some
ol the Fuderal soldiers bad threateued to demolish a
‘«copperbead” paper, in Edgar county, lilinois, and had
forced the editor to apologize for bis attacks on the
Administration. The people there determined that this
bullying operation should be the last in that section ol
the State, and the anti-Lincoloites armed themselves to
prevent ancther cue. Nonpe of the disturbance oceur-
rea in Missouri, though some of the ecitizeos from ad-
joining countics in that State participated in it.  The
tight occurred at Charleston, in Coles county, Illinois
A letter frcm that place, to the Chicago 7' ibune,
(Black Republican,) dated the 29th ult., says :

I'lvs afternoon  a dreadinl aflair took place in our
town, the most shocking in its details that has ever oe-
curred in our part of the State. Karly in the morning
gquads of insurgents came in town from various diree-
tions, and, a8 the sequel will show, armed, and deter—
mined opon summary vengeance upon our soldiers.—
During the day premonitions of the coming trouble
were too evident. Some f the soldfers about to re—
turn to their regiments, were some¢what excited by li-
qaor, and conscquently rather boistorous, but not bel-
ligercot, were more disposed feor fuo than fight.

About four o’clock a soldier, Oliver Sailee, stepped
up to Nelson Wells, who bas been regarded as the lead-
er of the insurgents ip this connty and placing bis hands
good naturedly agaivst him, playfully asked him it
there were any butterputs in the town? Welis, re-
plicd, * Yeg — you, I am one!” and, drawing
biz revolver, shof at Sailee, but missed him. In an in-
{ stant Sailee was shot from anotber direction and fell,
but raising bimself uvp, he fired at Wells, the ball tak-
ing cfl:ct in bis vitals. He (Wells) went as far as
Chambers & MeCrery's store, and, passing in, fell
dead. .

1he insurgents were gathered behind Judge Ed-
wurds’ cffice loading their fire arms, and then would
step out and fire from the corner at the soldiers iudis-
criminately with guns and revolvers. Of coarse, hav-
ing come {fully prepared, they had vastly the advan-
tage over the soldiers, who were not expecting such
an attack, and were, for the most part, unarmed.—
| I'hose whe were armed would bardly know ai whom
to fire until they were fired upon. The insurgents
were seen to burry to their wagons hitched at the
gquare, and gather therefrom several guns, which were
coocealed under the straw. They were freely uzed and
with terrible effect. Thomas J:ffries was the next to
tall, receiving an ugly wound in the neck.

William Gilman was ebot by B. F. Dukes, the ball
striking a rib on the leit side und glancing off. Dakes
was then seen to fire at Col. Mitchell, and afterwards
declared that he had killed bim.  Cul. Mitchell receiy-
ed several shots through his clothes ; one hit hig watch
and glanced off, produeicg ouly a slight flesh wonnd
on his abdomen. 1he watch thus providentially saved
hig life. Dr. York, surgeon of the 54th Illinois, while
passing through the Court House, was approached by
some one bebind, who took deliberate aim and shot
bim dead, the pistol being placed so close to him that
the powder burned his coat.

D) sputches were
sent to Mattoon for soldiers, and. three bundred were
soon on the way. ‘The io urgents bulled somewher2
pear Mres. Dickson’s, and remaimned for some time, then
turped aud went off  Beyond J. H. O'Hair’s residence
they gathered together, cousulted for a time, and then
moved ofl in a nortberly direction, cutting the tele
graph wires a8 they went, unfortuca'ly before a dis-
patch could be went to De. York's family, at Paris,
giving notiee of his nssassinpation.

Abant five o'clo k the reinforcements from Mattoon
arrived, nod while in the Court Iouse yard, Mr. John
Cooyer, from Salisvbury, was capturcd and brought in
as a prisoper, by Mr. W. . Noe, and a soldier. Mr.
CUuoper hod taken an cetive part io the affray ; when
in frout of Jerkin’s store be attemp:ed 1o escape, and
when commanded to halt refused to do #o, whereupon
Mr. Noe fired over Mr. Uooper's head, who, ia retarn,
fired"at some of cur men, when orders were given to fice
upon bim, which wus dove, ard he kll dead at Jenkins’,
door. Uunfortuoately one of the balls passed through
the closed door and struck Mr. Joo. Jeokins in the
groip, producing u scrious and probably mortal wound.
Mr. Cooper was shot tLrough the neck ani shoulder.—
When tbe insurgents were bulied near Mrs. Dickson's,
he was heerd to say that as they now hud no leader he
wag ready to lead them back and kill the goldiers
and burn the town, or die in the attempt ; and at va-
rious places he wus heard to threaten to cat out the
h:arts of the A holitionists,” and use kicdred ex-
pressions.

How many there were ¢f the ipsurgents we do not
know, nor can we estimate the 1umber, save by the
8iz* of the squads that retreated in several directions. —
We think there may have been ([rom ooe bundred to
one huondred aund fifty, and all mounted. Who their
-leaders were we do pot know precisely. J. H. O’Hair
Sheriff of this county was seen to fire three times at
the soldiers. Jobn Fragier, while sitting on his horse,
was seen 1o deliberat®y fire five times at them, and
then leave. Others of less prominence were equally
warlike.

The St. Louis Democrat says :

It ia nothing now that in many portions of Illicois,
particalarly the southern portion, there have existed
the most dangerous element. - ''he worst kind of Cop-
perbeads are to be found there. Not ouly are resident
Illinoigians to be found amorg them, but a considera-
ble number of dangerous characters properly belonging
to this State bave taken shelter there, where they bave
lound congenial company, and would not be likely to be
s0 closely watched by the military authoriticeas bere.
We have not fuiled to give timely warning, as far as
we had the ability, of tbe movements of these men,
* lling our Ugion neighbors ~ acroes the river to be on

heir guard against them. "Fhis warning is never more

appropriate than at the present time. The President’s
smncs'y proclamation bas bronght rebels in large num-
bers among us from the enemy’s lince, many of whom
moy find it agreeble to extend their travels to points
where they are not go well known as here.

Auomer letter from Mattioon, dated the 3lst ult,

aqnys 2 : .

Throughout last night and all of this morpiog the ex-
citemer:t continued among our citizens, and Lhe most
vigorous mecagures were in progress o resist the ap-
prehended aitack, but it seems that the capture of the
spy last night was of more importance in a military
point of view than was at first believed. He was ta-
ken in a suspicious locality, acd at once owred his
mission. Oun being pressed ne gave full informatiop
relative to the position of his friends, stating-tbat there
wag a large force of them at Windsor, in Shelby coun-
Ly, about eight miles west of this place; on the Terre
Haute and Alton Railroad, and also at Copnim’s
Miils, a few miles south. His ageregate numbers, in
some instances, as high ag lifteen bundred.

Yeaterday, it is now positively known, the icsargents
near Windscr took a vete in their camp avd unani-
mously resolved, with much enthusiasm, to move at
once on Mattoon and release the prisoners.

The failure of their scout, above named, to relurn,
dampened their zeal, and when it becams known that
‘he was arrested, the leaders of the gang became fright-
eped, ard, after much hegitation, the whole movement
was given up.

The Copperbead party from Neoga, twelvd miles
below this place, have returoed home telling their
neighbors that there are five thousan® Federal soldiers
in Mattoon, and that it is no use to try to release the
prisoncrs. A wise ernclusion, but accepted a little too
late for some of these fellows.

The 4th Indiaaa, ordered here from Indianapolis have
left for Cairo, en route for New Orleans, there being an
adeqnate force here without them. [Ihe 41st Illinois,

Jolouel Pugh, who were ordered here by telegram from
Camp Boever, have goue into barracks, and will consti-
«tate the “garrison’ for a chort time. There is no doubt
that the thirty Copprrheads now io custody will not
only b2 Leld, but will have plenty of company. Pri-
soners are continually coming in. Everything ind:-
cates the murderous ard redellious tntent of these men,
who lacked only numbers to continue the open war they
bad begun. Laust pight the body ot one of our suttlers
was found on the railroad track shot through the head.
The most intense in: ignation prevails among the loyal
men, and many, of before doubtful proclivities, have
got their eyes opened to the real intents of their asso-
ciates.

Dr. Shubal York, of the 4ih Illinois regiment, mur-
dered in the first outbreak at Charleston, was spoken
of as the Upion candidate for Congress in the seventh
distriet, in place of Jobhn R. Eden. The Copperheads
claim that the origioal disturbances grew out of some
heated remarks of the ceceased called cut by Eden's
assanlt upon him in a speech to the meeting held at
Charleston on Mcnday. Ir. York was a gallant and
estimable man and officer, avd was connected with the
regiment from the time of itsTirst organization at Anna
in 1861. The main part of the 54:h regiment, as be-
fore stated in your di-patches was here at that time,
but was forthwith sent to the sc=ne of the affray.

The Copperheads at the very outset of the disturb-
ance cut the wires East of Charleston, with the design
of preventing aid being summened from Indiana, bat
in this they failed. Help enough has been received
from all quarters utterly to caw the insurgents, who are
disbanding more rapidly than they assembled. It will
doubtless soon appear whether they have discharged all
the debt they owe the Government by now-slinking
bome. The Union men of this sectioa insist that the
Government shall take such measures as will rid this
section of the pestilent gang ot home rebels, whose
treason has been now declared and piaced within reach
of punishment. Mattoon citizens will never forget how
mear the war came home to them. *

The Chicago Tribuoe bas the following article on
the effair : . -

Both Coles and Edgar couoties furnish striking proof
and warnicg to all other counties in the State, that o
local office can safely be entrusted to disloyal men.—
T'wo meaner tools of the rebellion cannot be found in
Illinois than the two infamous brothers, Wm. S.
O’H i-, Sherifl o¥ Kdzar county, and John S. O’Hair,
Sheriff of Coles couuty. Their father is ex-Sheriff,

'Mike O'Hair, of Edgar, and both are “ chips, of the old

block,” and of the three it may be said that it is a mis.
fortune to the loyal cause that the three are out of
the reach of the rebel couscription, which would fiad
them ready made to its uses, and far lees dangerous to
us in the rebel service.

The share of Sherifl Jobn O’Hair, of Coles connty,
in the late distu-hances, is set down in our dispatches
elsewhere. Bothk he and his brother are men oi desper-
ate characters, and he seems to have led in the bloody |
work begun and carried out. [t was a deliberate and
marderous attack ¢n the soldiers and Union citizens,

resalting in the loss of several lives, many wounded, orime,
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and the flight of the assailants. 1t is noticeable i this
case, as in Paris, Edgar county, a short time since,
tnat the assembling was not a chance one, that the
copperbeads came urmed, with wagons, which were ar-
senals in reserve, and this with a delibaiate and deadly
purpose. .

In the Edgar county Cisturbance the bra'al and ont-
rageous assaults of the Copperbead sheet at Paris had |
excited the veteran soldiers, who threatened to demol- |
ish it, but the apoligies of the editor saved him and it.
Bat the Copperbeads indighant at the success of the
soldiers in backing down the organ of treason, has de-
termined on vengeance, and, as is sworn to in the testi-
mony, the infamous Sheriff Wm. 8. O'Hair, of Edgar
county, aecret!ly collected one hundred armed Coppet-
heads from Ooles, Clark and Edgar counties, impudent.-
ly calling them in the secret missive a posse comitatus.
T'be gallant soldiers had seen rebels betore, and a clean-
ing out and rapid flight of th2 miscreants took place.
One of them, named Canady, was captared, says the
Paris Beacon.

The eworn statement of Canady was taken by a
notary public. He declared that Sheriff O'Hair bad
sent for these men to come to Paris in fquads of three
or four, without arms, their guna to be brought in wag-
ons, and secreted until occasion called for their use ;
that a paper to this effoct was read to him, signed by
William O’Hair, and witnessed by some of the best
citizens of Paris—among them Amos Green, and we
believe Jonathan Mayo was mentioned in this connee-
tion. Col. Mayo positively denics bavipg signed or
secn such a paper. Can it be that forgery has been
committed for the base purpose of inaugarating a civil
war in Edgar couoty ?

Apropos of; the Beast, the following incident hap-
pening at Fortress Monroe last week is authentic. Oae
of the returped prisoners, a Colorel of the Coafederate
army, on his way from Point Lookout to Richmond,
was ushered into the presence of Butler, who said he
desired to put some plain guestions to the Colonel and
wanted perfectly frank answers to them, promising that
thesz answers would not eflect, in the least, the Colonel's
status a8 s prisoner of war, one way or the other. The
Colonel desired him to proceed. The following dialogue
ensued between the two :

Beast Butler.—“If, in the incidents of war, I should
fall a prisoner into your hands, what would you do
with me ?”

The Colonel.—*-I should execute you on the spot,”
Beast Butler.—*Is ihis purpose generally entertain-
ed by the,officers of your army ?"’ -
*  Tbe Colonel.—:'Yes, and the'privates too,”

Beast Butler.—*Sir, I thank you for your candor."”
The Colonel.—*Sir, you are entirely welcome to ,it.”
The Colonel then retired under guard, and was short-
ly afterwards waited upon by an aid-de-camy of Batler,
with an invitation from the Beast to dine at headquar-
ters. The Colonel thad not eaten what could be called
a dinper for eight months, but he promptly declived.

RaiLroap Accipent AND Loss or Lirr.—A terri-
ble railroad accident occurred on the Petersburg and
Ricbmond railroad at 5 o’clock last Saturday morning,
involving the loss of four lives and th wounding of
two other persons. As the freight train for Richmond
reached Dunlop's Crossing, two miles and a hall this
side of Petersburg, and was passing through a deep
cat, the boiler of the engine exploded, with a noise that
was heard for ten miles around. The engine was blown
to atoms, the tender and the two forward cars crushed,
and the train stopped. W. A. Perdue, the engineer,
had both legs and his right arm torn ofl, his head badly
mangled, and bis body thrown over into Mr. Dunlop's
field. J.T. Bragg, the conducfor, Mr. Wm. Farish,
and H. C. Deales, the fireman, who were all on the en-
gioe, were also killed. Mr. Bragg bad his right leg
blown off, and was badly scaided. He lived half an
hour. Parish and Deales, like the engineer, were killed
instantly. Ooe of the train hands was wounded on the
head and a soldier slightly in the face.

The engine wasa first class one and was worth
$50,000. Every pane of glass in Mr. Dunlop’s bouge,
some hundred or more yards from the scene of the ac-
cident, were shivered by the explosion. ‘I'be cause of
this sad catastropby must remain unaccounted for, as
those who might have explained it have perished. Re-
liet was sent out from Petersburg to the wrecked traio
a3 soon as the character of the disaster was learned,
and the dead and wountled properly cared for.
